Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Prevention of 
Corruption Act, 1947, in its application to the State of Kerala, for the purpose 
hereinafter appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty- fourth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 
1. Short title and commencement.-- ( 1) This Act may be 

called the 
Prevention of Corruption (Kerala Amendment) Act, 1983 . 

( 2 ) It shall comeinto force at once . 

2. Amendment of Central Act 2 of 1947. — In the Prevention of Corruption 
Act, 1947 ( Central Act 2 of 1947) , as amended by the Kerala Criminal Law 
Amendment Act, 1962 (27 of 1962), in sub-section (1) of section 6, after clause 
(bb), the following clause shall be inserted , namely : 

." (bbb ) in the case of a person in the service or pay of 

(i) a Corporation established by or under a State Act or established 
by the State Government under a Central Act; or 

a company as defined in section 3 of the Companies Act, 
1956 ( Central Act 1 of 1956 ), in which not less than fifty -one per cent of the 
paid up share capital is held by the State Government, 
of the State Government," . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


According to clause (c) of sub -section (1) of section 6 of the Prevention of 
Corruption Act, 1947 (Central Act 2 of 1947), the authority competent to 
give previous sanction for prosecution under that Act of an officer or other 
employee of the Kerala State Electricity Board or the Kerala State Road 


TransportCorporation or any other Corporation or Company under the control 
of the State Government is the authority competent to remove him from his 
office . The authority competent to remove from his office any officer or other 
employee of the Board or Corporation or Company referred to above is the 
Board or the Corporation or the Board of Directors of the Company , as the 
case may be, or any authority under such Board or Corporation or Board of 
Directors . If the authority competent to give previous sanction for prosecution 
of any such officer or other employee under the Prevention of Corruption Act, 
1947, delays, or does not give , such sanction , it will not be possible for the 
Vigilance Department to take steps for the prosecution of such Officer or other 
employee . 

2. It has been brought to the notice of the State Government that the 
Vigilance Department is experiencing difficulties in launching prosecutions 
against the officers and other employees of the Board , Corporation and Com 
panies referred to above, under the Prevention of Corruption Act, 1947 as the 
required previous sanction is either not given or is delayed . It is therefore 
considered necessary to amend the said Act in its application to the State of 
Kerala to empower the State Government to give previous sanction for prose 
cution under that Act in the case of any officer or other employee of the Board , 
Corporation or Companies referred to above. 


3. The Bill is intended to achieve the above object. 


FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


The Bill if enacted and brought into operation will not entail substantial 
additional financial commitment from the Consolidated Fund of the State 
since no appointment of additional staff is contemplated . But there may be 
marginal increase expenditure under travelling and daily allowances of the 
officers of the Vigilance Department and the witnesses. The additional 
expenditure which will have to be incurred on this account cannot now be 
estimated with any degree of accuracy .

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ACT 19 OF 1983 


THE KERALA FINANCE ACT, 1983 


An Act to give effect to the financial proposals of the Government of 

Kerala for the financial year 1983-84 . 


Preamble . — WHEREAS it is expedient to give effect to the 
financial proposals of the Government of Kerala for the financial year 
1983-84 ; 

BE it enacted in the Thirty-fourth Year of the Republic of India 
follows: 
1. Short title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the 
Kerala Finance Act, 1983 . 

(2 ) Section 2 , section 4 , clause ( 1) of section 5 and section 6 shall 
be deemed to have come into force on the 1st day of April, 1983 and 
the remaining provisions of this Act shall be deemed to have come 
into force on the 13th day of June, 1983. 


2. Amendment of Act 35 of 1958. - In the Kerala Money Lenders 
Act, 1958 ( 35 of 1958 ), - 

(a ) in clause (7 ) of section 2 , in Explanation II, for the word , 
figures and letter " section 16A ” , the word , figures and letter " section 16B ” 
shall be substituted ; 

(b ) in section 4, for sub - section (2), the following sub -sections shall 
be substituted , namely: 

" (2) Every licence shall be granted in such form as may be 
prescribed and shall be subject to the foll 

ing conditions and to such 
other conditions as may be prescribed , namely: 

(i) payment of a licence fee of one thousand rupees; 

(ii) payment of security as provided in sub -section (2A ). 
(2A ) Every licensee specified in column (1) of the Table below 
shall, within such time and in such manner as may be prescribed , 
deposit in the Government Treasury in respect of each licence held 
by him , the amount specified in the corresponding entry in column 
(2 ), of the said Table, by way of security for the due observance 
of the conditions of the licence .

Explanation . For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared 
that a money lender who has a branch or branches in the State of 
Kerala of his principal place of business situate outside the State 
shall be liable to deposit the security under this sub- section in 
respect of the branch or each of the branches , as the case may be.

(i) in section 16B as so relettered , in sub -section (1), after the 
word and figures " section 14” , the words, brackets , figures and letter 
" or sub -section (1) of section 16A " shall be inserted ; 

(ii ) before section 16B as so relettered , the following section shall 
be inserted , namely: 

" 16A . Forfeiture of security.- ( 1) The licensing authority may, at 
any time, by order in writing, forfeit to the Government the whole or any 
portion of the security furnished under sub -section (2A ) of section 4, 
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(a ) if tho licensee carries on the business of money lending in 
contravention of any of the provisions of this Act or the rules made 
thereunder or the conditions of the licensee ; or 

(6 ) if the licensee is convicted of an offence under section 9 
or section 11 or section 13 ; or 

(c ) if the licensee maintains false accounts. 

(2 ) Before forfeiting to the Government the whole or any portion 
of the security under sub -section (1), the licensing authority shall give 
the licensee a notice in writing stating the grounds on which it is 
proposed to take action and requiring him to show cause against it 
within such time as may be specified in the notice . 

( 3) Every order of the licensing authority under this section shall 
bo communicated to the licensee in such manner as may prescribed." .

– After section 5 of the Kerala 
Forest Produce (Fixation of Selling Price ) Act, 1978 (29 of 1978 ) , 
the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

" 5A . Additional price to be paid by industrial establish 
ments.- ( 1 ) Any industrial establishment which purchases bamboos , 
reeds or eucalyptus from the Government as raw materials , in 
pursuance of a contract executed by it with the Government, shall 
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pay, in addition to the price payable by it for such bamboos, reeds 
or eucalyptus, an additional price at the rate of twenty- five rupees 
per tonne of such bamboos, reeds or eucalyptus , 

( 2 ) The amount obtained by the imposition of the additional 
price under sub-section (1) shall, subject to such rules as may 
be made by the Government in this behalf, be set apart for being 
utilised for the regeneration of bamboos , reeds and eucalyptus." . 

9. Repeal and saving.- ( 1 ) The Kerala Finance Ordinance, 1983 
(20 of 1983) , is hereby repealed . 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action 
taken under each of the Acts specified in sections 3 to 9 of the said 
Ordinance, as amended by that Ordinance , shall be deemed to have 
been done or taken under that Act as amended by this Act .
